WASHINGTON—The finely chiseled features of J ohn \ lift Lind­ 
say graced the covers of three national magazines last week as 
liberal pundits portray ed New York’s major-elect as the one. last 
hope of the Republican Party . 
Yet party pros view the Lindsay triumph with something less 
than unbridled enthusiasm. Indiana State Chairman Charles 0 . Hen­ 
dricks spoke for many of his colleagues when he labeled Lindsay 
an "independent” rather than a Republican. 
GOP leaders In New York itself have reportedly soured on their 
may or-elect. Rep. Paul Finn, the Bronx Republican chairman, is 
furious at Lindsay 's decision to staff Ins new administration largely 
with Democrats. Among the Democrats Lindsay plans to use in his 
“ fusion” administration: 
William F Haddad, a 1960 campaign aide to J ohn Kennedy who 
subsequently occupied a top ivosition with the War on Poverty . An 
ultra-liberal Democrat who was defeated in a 1962 race for < on- 
gress. Haddad is now working on a Lindsay task force shaping basic 


policy . 
Milton Mullen, the life-long Democrat who ran on Lindsay s 
ticket for controller. Lindsay has told Mollen to pick his spot in the 
now administration. Mollen formerly served as a top ranking official 
of Democrat Robert Wagner’s administration. 
Alfredo Vidal, who directed the Lindsay campaign in Puerto 
Rican areas. Vidal, state director of the Viva Kennedy Clubs in 
1900. served until August as an administrative assistant to Rep. 
Adam Clay ton Powell, Harlem Democrat. 
Lindsay 's devotion to "fusion" government comes as no sur­ 
prise. Early in the campaign, the handsome y oung congressman 
won the endorsement of New York's Liberal Party by promising 
that "under no circumstances" would he use the may or’s office to 


aid the GOP. 
Throughout the campaign. Lindsay reiterated his belief in "non- 
partisan’’ city government. He invited distinguished (» OP leaders, 
including former President Eisenhower, to stay out of New York. 
At the same time, he emphasized his appeal to liberal Demo­ 
crats and. at one point, paraphrased the inaugural slogan of Presi­ 
dent Kennedy : "Ask not what y our city can do y ou," he cried, 
"ask what y ou can do for y our city .” 
It Is hardly surprising that GOP leaders have viewed IJ udsay 
with skepticism. Nevada’s Republican National Committeeman Mel­ 
vin Lundberg dismissed Lindsay as a party leader: 
"If von tie a lemon on an orange tree, it’s still not an orange."
